Proposed Action:  Vegetation Management on the North Bonneville – Troutdale (Structures 5/3 
and 14/2-28/4) and North Bonneville –Ross (Structures 3/1-8/3; 20/1-37/2) 230 kV 
Transmission Line Corridors. 
 
Location:  The project area falls in Skamania and Clark Counties, WA and is in the BPA 
Olympia Region.   
 
Proposed by:  Bonneville Power Administration. 
 
Description of the Proposed Action:  BPA proposes to clear unwanted vegetation from the 
rights of way and access roads for BPA’s North Bonneville-Troutdale and North Bonnevillle-
Ross Transmission Line Corridors.
